Island literati posthumously honor 
Aruban poet Frederico Oduber 


An evening of examining the work of island poet 
Frederico Oduber, who died in Curacao in 2007, 
was conducted in honor of his memory at the 
Aruba National Library Archives in Oranjestad 
this past Thursday evening, nearly 4 years to the 
day of his passing. 

Frederico Oduber’s early efforts were pub¬ 
lished in literary magazines such as Kambio and 
Watapana, during his days as a student. His first 
book of poetry to be published was Beseffend, 
(Being Aware) in 1961 and Putesia followed in 
1973. In 1975 his work was included in the col¬ 
lection “Literature of the Antilles,” and he regu¬ 
larly contributed to a number of local 
publications. 

At the time of Oduber’s death, Editor Henry 
Habibe described his work as a “valuable and in¬ 
novative contribution to Papiamento, without 
fanfare but eloquent and artistically heartfelt.” 
Some examples of his work: 

“Imagination”: 

There are days 

With the bright sun overhead 

I picture my death 

How will I die 

Rebelliously 

Terrified 

I also think to myself that 

My soul should be armed for a hundred ages 

I must die with a heart 

Full of memories 

And while in agony 

With a thousand birds in my throat 

With the sweat of fear eating up my tongue 

I want to hold on to my memories 

So, when my senses 
Fall to pieces 
Like dried mud 
Hold my hands 

Because my hands are connected to my hear 
And I simply 

Want to gather in my soul all those I love 
They will be my weapon

OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Blast 
victims lying bleeding on 
sidewalks sprinkled with shat¬ 
tered glass from disfigured 
buildings; normally peaceful 
Oslo resembled a war zone 
Friday after a powerful bomb 
tore through its core. 

In the blink of an eye the 
city of half a million, where 
the Nobel Peace Prize is 
awarded every year, became a 
picture of urban desolation 
with building skeletons left 
standing after an explosion 
heard kilometres away. 

The windows of Prime 
Minister Jens Stoltenberg's of¬ 
fice were blown clear out — 
the imposing government 
tower badly damaged on all 
sides so that one can see right 
through the building. 

Surrounding buildings 
were also mangled. 

But the normally bustling 
neighbourhood, which houses 
several government min¬ 
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istries, is much more quiet at 
this time of year with many 
people away on holiday. 

Police moved quickly Fri¬ 
day to cordon off the area 
where a black car lay on its 
side among shards of glass 
and papers fluttering in the 
wind. 

Building alarms screamed 
as firemen worked to contain 
fires and yellow ambulances 
rushed to the scene. 

"There is glass everywhere. 
It is total chaos. The windows 
of all the surrounding build¬ 
ings have been blown out," 
she said — at first having 
thought the city had been hit 
by an earthquake, Ingunn An¬ 
dersen, a journalist with pub¬ 
lic radio NRK said from the 
scene. 


LONDON. (AFP) - A British 
lawmaker referred James 
Murdoch to police Friday over 
claims of misleading parlia¬ 
ment on the phone-hacking 
scandal as Prime Minister 
David Cameron said the 
media boss had "questions to 
answer". 

James Murdoch, the chair¬ 
man of News International, 
the British newspaper division 
of his father Rupert's global 
media empire, has been chal¬ 
lenged over evidence he gave 
to lawmakers on Tuesday. 

The development put the 
spotlight back on the Mur¬ 
dochs just as the scandal 
seemed to be spreading to 
other British newspapers, hav¬ 
ing already dragged in the po¬ 
lice and politicians, even 
embroiling Cameron himself. 

During a tense appearance 
with his father before parlia¬ 
ment's media scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, James Murdoch said 


Kilometres away at

WASHINGTON.(AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama cer¬ 
tified Friday that the US mili¬ 
tary was ready to accept 
openly gay troops after a 
lengthy battle to lift a ban that 
forced gay soldiers to hide 
their sexuality. 

"Today, we have taken the 
final major step toward end¬ 
ing the discriminatory 'Don't 
Ask, Don't Tell' law that un¬ 
dermines our military readi¬ 
ness and violates American 
principles of fairness and 
equality," Obama said in a 
statement. 

His statement came after 
he signed a certification with 
Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta and the top US mili¬ 
tary officer, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff Admiral 
Mike Mullen, that the US mil¬ 
itary was ready to accept gay 
troops. 

The repeal of the ban, 
dubbed "Don't Ask, Don't 
Tell," will now come into 
force in 60 days' time, on Sep¬ 
tember 20. 

The ban was overturned in 
a law adopted in December 
that first required the top mil¬ 
itary officer, the defense sec¬ 
retary and the president to 
certify that the change would 


not harm military readiness 
and that the armed forces 
were ready to carry it out. 

In the interim, the Penta¬ 
gon has drawn up new manu¬ 
als and prepared the entire 
armed forces, some 2.3 mil¬ 
lion people who serve as both 
active troops and reservists, 
for the new policy. 

"As of September 20th, 
service members will no 
longer be forced to hide who 
they are in order to serve our 
country," Obama said. 

"Our military will no 
longer be deprived of the tal¬ 
ents and skills of patriotic 
Americans just because they 
happen to be gay or lesbian." 

Former soldiers and gay 
rights groups have fought for 
years to overturn the ban, 
which was introduced in 1993 
as a compromise after military 
chiefs rejected a bid by former 
president Bill Clinton to open 
the doors to gay soldiers. 

"Don't Ask, Don't Tell" re¬ 
quired gay troops to keep 
quiet about their sexual orien¬ 
tation or face expulsion from 
the forces, and since 1993, an 
estimated 14,000 service 
members have been kicked 
out of the military under the 
rule.

Aruba Central Bank announces 
monetary policy J uly 2011 



ORANJESTAD - During the 
meeting of its Monetary Pol¬ 
icy Committee (MPC) of 
July 6, 2011, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cluded that, based upon avail¬ 
able economic data, the 
current reserve requirement 
rate of 11 percent and the ad¬ 
vance rate percentage of 1 
percent is adequate. 

In its evaluation, the MPC 
took into consideration 
Aruba’s net foreign assets po¬ 
sition, which decreased 
somewhat in May 2011 (-1.0 
percent). Nevertheless, based 
on the current available infor¬ 
mation, the CBA expects an 
overall positive development 



for the remainder of 2011, 
due to the positive outlook 
for increased foreign direct 
investment (FDI) inflows and 
tourism receipts, as well as 
the resumed refining activity 
in the oil sector. 

Net domestic assets con¬ 
tinued to be impaired by 
weak credit demand. Aggre¬ 
gate outstanding credit at the 
commercial banks contracted 


by 0.6 percent in comparison 
to December 2010, predomi¬ 
nantly related to declines in 
consumer credit and business 
loans, of, respectively, 2.6 
percent and 0.8 percent. 
Other indicators included in 
the MPC’s assessment were 
the developments in inflation 
and liquidity in the banking 
sector, which all remained 
within a range that the CBA 
considers acceptable. 

The CBA will continue to 
closely follow the develop¬ 
ments in the economic and 
monetary fundamentals. The 
next meeting of the MPC is 
scheduled for August 26, 
2011 .

A number of the works 
could be interpreted as cells or 
objects going through such a

Ecuador newspapers in protest over libel ruling 


QUITO, Ecuador (AFP) - 
Ecuadoran newspapers yester¬ 
day protested heavy sentences 
handed down on four journa¬ 
lists found guilty of libeling 
President Rafael Correa, lea¬ 
ving pages blank or printing in 
almost invisible ink. 

Columnists on the daily El 
Comercio left their columns 
blank in protest, under a head¬ 
line "Without Words," saying 
they were doing so in solida¬ 
rity with the four journalists 


from El Universo. 

An Ecuadoran judge Wed¬ 
nesday convicted El Universo 
senior managers Carlos, Cesar 
and Nicolas Perez and their 
former editorial page editor 
Emilio Palacio of libel, sen¬ 
tencing them to three years in 
jail and ordered them to pay 
Correa some $40 million in 
damages. 

The ruling has unleashed a 
storm on national and interna¬ 
tional protests by rights groups 


and media watchdogs with 
Human Rights Watch Ameri¬ 
cas director Jose Miguel Vi- 
vanco calling it a "major 
setback for free speech in 
Ecuador." 

Journalists on the daily Hoy 
de Quito also protested the 
sentences by publishing their 
articles in an ink that was 
barely visible. 

Correa filed the lawsuit in 
March after Palacio wrote a 
column calling the president a 


"dictator," and warning he 
could be tried for rights abuses 
for allegedly ordering support¬ 
ers to open fire against a hos¬ 
pital during a September 2010 
police mutiny. Five people 
were killed in the standoff. 

Correa said Thursday that 
he would appeal the ruling, 
and would ask for the fine to 
be doubled to 80 million dol¬ 
lars. El Universo is also going 
to appeal. 

Amnesty International said 


meanwhile yesterday that the 
sentence "will have a chilling 
effect on freedom of expres¬ 
sion in the country." 

"This harsh sentence is an 
attack on the right to free 
speech for everyone in 
Ecuador, and will discourage 
journalists from engaging in 
legitimate criticism of the gov¬ 
ernment," said Guadalupe 
Marengo, Amnesty’s deputy 
Americas director.

GUYANA — The Caribbean 
Community (Caricom) 
warned Wednesday of an im¬ 
pending shipment of British 
radioactive waste through the 
Caribbean to Japan, and 
called for an end to what it 
sees as a dangerous environ¬ 
mental gamble. 

While the Guyana-based 
Caricom headquarters could 
not say the exact date or 
name of the ship, the 15-na- 
tion regional grouping said 
such shipments threaten the 
Caribbean’s rich but fragile 
ecosystem. 

Caricom told the Britain, 
France and Japan that the

Colombia bans sales of loose 
cigarettes, tobacco adverts 


BOGOTA.(AFP)-A ban on 
sales of loose cigarettes and 
tobacco advertising went into 
effect Thursday in Colombia, 
the health ministry said. 

The clampdown is part of 
an anti-tobacco law approved 
by Congress in June 2009, fol¬ 
lowing a ban on smoking in 
enclosed public places in May 
2008. 

Cigarettes can now only be 
sold in packets of 10 or more 


and tobacco companies are no 
longer allowed to advertise, 
including on foreign TV chan¬ 
nels broadcasting in the coun¬ 
try. 

All cigarette packets must 
also carry health warnings. 

At least five million adults 
out of a population of some 46 
million are regular smokers in 
Colombia, according to offi¬ 
cial estimates. 


Some 25,000 people die 
each year from one or some of 
the 15 types of cancer linked 
to cigarette smoking, anti-to¬ 
bacco law supporter Senator 
Dilian Francisca Toro told 
Caracol radio. 

Last May, the multi-na¬ 
tional group British American 
Tobacco acquired Protabaco, 
the second largest cigarette 
company in Colombia, for 
$452 million.

Mexico vaccinates against 
measles after toddler case 



MEXICO CITY. (AFP)-Mex- 
ican health officials stepped 
up a vaccination campaign 
against the measles Friday 
after a French toddler became 
Mexico's first case of the dis¬ 
ease in four years. 

"There's no need for 
alarm, but we're asking for co¬ 
operation from everybody, 
particularly those who have 
not been vaccinated," Health 
Minister Jose Angel Cordoba 
told Televisa television Fri¬ 
day. 


The 18-month-old 
girl showed symptoms 
of the disease, includ¬ 
ing fever and a cough, 
five days after arriving 
in Mexico on July 10 
from France. 

The Mexico City 
neighborhood where 
she was staying was 
placed on a health 
watch this week while 
vaccination booths for the 
highly-contagious disease ap¬ 
peared at the international air¬ 
port Friday. 

"Everyone under 39 who 
has not had measles must be 
vaccinated as well as children 
under 12 who have not had a 
first vaccination," Cordoba 
said. 

The last indigenous case 
of measles in Mexico was de¬ 
tected 14 years ago and the 
last case from a foreign coun¬ 
try was in 2007, he added. 


Fifth 'sabotage' patient 
dies in British hospital 


LONDON.(AFP)-Police 
questioned a 27-year-old 
nurse Friday after a fifth pa¬ 
tient died at a British hospital 
where detectives fear saline 
solution was deliberately con¬ 
taminated with insulin. 

Police arrested Rebecca 
Leighton Wednesday on sus¬ 
picion of murder over the 
deaths of three patients given 
the contaminated solution at 
Stepping Hill Hospital in 
Stockport, outside Manches¬ 
ter in northwest England. 

Police believe someone 
deliberately tampered with a 
batch of saline and nine other 
patients may also have been 
affected. One of them, a 41- 
year-old man, has been de¬ 
scribed as being in a critically 
ill condition. 

Investigators will also be 
reviewing previous deaths at 
the hospital for any evidence 
of foul play. 

An 83-year-old man had 
died earlier Thursday, while 
an 84-year-old woman had 
died on July 14, he said. Her 
case was referred to the police 


following medical proce¬ 
dures. 

She was arrested at her 
home on Wednesday. Officers 
removed bags of items from 
her flat. 

Detectives have always 
linked the deaths of a 44-year- 
old woman and two men aged 
84 and 71 to the contamina¬ 
tion. 

But detectives would also 
look back at previous deaths 
at the hospital, he added. 

Hopkins said they were 
now awaiting the results of 
post mortems on the two latest 
deaths. 

Police were called in last 
week after a nurse reported a 
higher than normal number of 
patients on her ward with "un¬ 
explained" low blood sugar 
levels, pointing to saline am¬ 
poules being sabotaged. 

Officers found insulin had 
contaminated a batch of 36 
saline ampoules in a hospital 
store room. 

At the hospital, medics are 
working in pairs to check and 
administer drugs.

Top US Republican: Debt deal 

’not close' 


WASHINGTON. (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican US House Speaker 
John Boehner warned Friday 
that he and President Barack 
Obama were "not close" to a 
deal to avert a ruinous early 
August debt default and fore¬ 
cast a "hot weekend" of talks. 

With time running out be¬ 
fore August 2, when the cash- 
strapped government of the 
world's richest nation will be 
unable to pay all of its bills, 
top economic officials hud¬ 
dled to weigh the implications 
of an unprecedented default. 

But Obama assured a town 
hall-style audience at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland just out¬ 
side Washington that "the 
United States of America 


does not run out without pay¬ 
ing the tab." 

"We have never defaulted 
on our debt. We're not going 
to do it now," said Obama, 
who has called for deficit cuts 
in the trillions of dollars in 
connection to raising the US 
debt limit from its current 
$14.3 trillion. 

But Boehner dismissed 
news reports on Thursday that 
the two sides were closing in 
a plan for steep spending cuts 
and reductions in health and 
retirement benefits programs 
and plans for a tax overhaul. 

Finance and business lead¬ 
ers have warned failure to 
raise the US debt ceiling by 
then would send shock waves 


through the world economy, 
while Obama has predicted a 
default would trigger eco¬ 
nomic "Armageddon." 

US Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner, Federal 
Reserve Bank Chairman Ben 
Bernanke, and New York 
Federal Reserve Bank Presi¬ 
dent William Dudley met at 
the US Treasury Department 
to discuss the effects of a de¬ 
fault. 

For a second straight day, 
Senate Democrats' frustration 
with Obama boiled over after 
news reports suggested he 
had offered Boehner to forego 
hiking tax revenues while ac¬ 
cepting cuts in social safety 
net programs dear to his party. 


Obama seeks Pacific trade 
framework by November

WASHINGTON. (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
voiced hope Friday that nine 
nations negotiating a trans-Pa- 
cific trade agreement will 
reach a deal in time for a sum¬ 
mit of Asian leaders in his na¬ 
tive Hawaii in November. 

Meeting with New 
Zealand's Prime Minister John 
Key, a strong advocate of the 
Trans-Pacific Partnership, 
Obama said negotiators were 
hard at work at working out 
the details of the deal. 

"We hope to have a frame¬ 
work agreement by the time 
that we go to Honolulu for the

APEC meeting," Obama told 
reporters in the Oval Office, 
referring to the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation forum. 

The Trans-Pacific Partner¬ 
ship involves Australia, 
Brunei, Chile, Malaysia, New 
Zealand, Peru, Singapore, the 
United States and Vietnam. 

The Obama administration 
has billed the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership as a new genre of 
trade deal that pays attention 
to labor and environmental 
standards. 

Obama had been a critic of 
trade deals negotiated during 
George W. Bush's presidency 
with South Korea, Colombia 


and Panama. The Obama ad¬ 
ministration renegotiated the 
pacts and now supports them, 
but has struggled to Congress 
approval for them. 

Obama has set a goal of 
doubling exports to spur 
growth in the troubled US 
economy. But the AFL-CIO, 
the largest US labor confeder¬ 
ation and usually a supporter 
of Obama's Democratic Party, 
opposes the trade pacts and ar¬ 
gues they benefit corporations 
instead of workers. 

Key has strongly supported 
trade deals involving New 
Zealand, a major food ex¬ 
porter. 


Mixed earnings hold 
back US stocks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mixed 
earnings reports — with Gen¬ 
eral Electric and McDonald's 
beating expectations, while 
Caterpillar fell short — held 
back US markets Friday, 
though Microsoft gave Nas¬ 
daq a solid boost. 

Caterpillar's poor quarter 
helped knock the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average of 30 blue 
chips off 43.25 points (0.34 
percent) to close at 12,681.16. 

The broader S&P 500 
added 1.22 points (0.09 per¬ 
cent) to 1,345.02, while the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite 
jumped 24.40 points (0.86 
percent) to stand at 2,858.83. 

"Markets ended the week 
in a mixed mood, cheered by 
earnings that have generally 
beat expectations and a plan to 


address the sovereign debt 
woes in Europe, but suffering 
from trepidation with a lack of 
resolution on an agreement re¬ 
garding the US debt ceiling," 
said analysts at Charles 
Schwab. 

US industrial bellwether 
Caterpillar said second-quarter 
profits surged 44 percent from 
a year ago to $1.01 billion. 

But the results fell short of 
Wall Street expectations and 
sent its stock plummeting 5.8 
percent to $105.15, dragging 
down the Dow index. 

Closely watched GE said 
its second-quarter profit rose 
21 percent from a year ago to 
$3.76 billion, beating analysts' 
forecasts, while McDonald's 
profit rose 15 percent to $1.41 
billion. 


Greek bailout boosts 
oil market 


NEW YORK. (AFP) - World 
oil prices climbed on Friday 
boosted by news of a second 
bailout deal for Greece which 
dampened concerns that the 
eurozone debt crisis would sap 
global energy demand. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) light, sweet crude for 
delivery in September, closed 
at $99.87 a barrel, up 74 cents 
from late Thursday. 

Earlier it surged to 
$100.19, the highest level 
since June. 

In London Brent North Sea 
crude for September delivery 
gained $1.16 a barrel to settle 
at $118.67. 

Traders credited the deal 
reached by eurozone leaders 
and private creditors Thursday 
to give Greece a new 159-bil- 
lion-euro ($229-billion) 
bailout, to prevent the debt cri¬ 
sis from spreading worldwide. 

"The plan... provided more 


measures to stimulate the 
Greek economy and to inter¬ 
vene to support other nations 
before a crisis might develop," 
said Sucden analyst Brenda 
Sullivan. 

In recent weeks, doubts 
over a new Greek eurozone 
bailout had sparked fears of a 
possible slump in European 
and global energy demand. 

"Energy markets seemed to 
wait almost all week for 
Thursday's Greek aid deal," 
Sullivan said. 

Phillip Streible of Lind- 
Waldock in New York cited 
numerous bullish signals for 
oil prices. 

"I would not be surprised if 
we get to around $105." 

Streible said confidence 
that US politicians will soon 
overcome their impasse over 
raising the debt ceiling ahead 
of the August 2 make-or-break 
date could have added to buy¬ 
ing.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - 
President Michel Martelly has 
bestowed a distinguished title 
upon one of Haiti's most fa¬ 
mous sons, Wyclef Jean, for 
his work as a roving ambassa¬ 
dor for the troubled Caribbean 
nation. 

Wyclef, 41, a Haitian- 
American who rose to fame as 
the frontman of hip hop group 
the Fugees, was made a Grand 
Officer of the National Order 
of Honor and Merit in a cere¬ 
mony Wednesday at the presi¬ 
dential palace in Port-au- 
Prince. 


Wyclef, who had his own 
bid for the presidency denied 
last year for residency reasons 
but then strongly backed 
Martelly, played a key role in 
keeping attention on Haiti after 
the devastating January 2010 
earthquake. 

The singer aided projects 
through his Yele Haiti Founda¬ 
tion and has brought in a 
steady stream of Hollywood 
stars, including Brad Pitt, An¬ 
gelina Jolie and Matt Damon, 
to keep the desperate plight of 
Haitians in the media spotlight. 

"I have great joy in

MO SCOW. (AFP)-Russia’s 
Bolshoi Theatre is to finally 
reopen on October 28 with a 
lavish ballet and opera gala 
after a six-year closure for a 
sometimes fraught restoration, 
its general director said on Fri¬ 
day. 

The theatre, a landmark of 
Moscow built in the 1820s, 
closed in 2005 and was due to 
reopen in 2008, but the open¬ 
ing was repeatedly postponed. 
In the interim the company 
has been performing at the 
smaller "New Stage" theatre 
nearby. 

General director Anatoly 
Iksanov told reporters the first 


performance would be a gala 
by the opera and ballet troupes 
on October 28. 

The first theatrical per¬ 
formance will be a production 
opening November 2 of 
Glinka's opera "Ruslan and 
Lyudmila" directed by Dmitry 
Chemyakov, a director in de¬ 
mand worldwide whose mod¬ 
ern productions have been 
major Bolshoi hits. 

This will be followed on 
November 18 by 
Tchaikovsky's ballet "The 
Sleeping Beauty" in an up¬ 
dated production by the leg¬ 
endary former Bolshoi ballet 
supremo Yuri Grigorovich. 


The first singer to test the 
theatre's new acoustics was 
none other than great Spanish 
tenor Placido Domingo, cur¬ 
rently in Moscow to preside 
over an international opera 
competition, he revealed. 

"He got on stage, decided 
to see how a voice sounds 
after the reconstruction and 
sang part of an aria from 
(Tchaikovsky's) 'The Queen of 
Spades'," Iksanov said. 

The theatre's famous chan¬ 
delier-studded interior dates 
back to 1856 when it reopened 
after an extensive fire and Ik¬ 
sanov said acoustics were now 
back to their former glory after 
being damaged in Soviet 
times. 

"The Bolshoi Theatre had 
problems with acoustics be¬ 
cause of a concrete floor that 
was placed under the audience 
and half of the stage. This has 
been removed, replaced with 
wood and the acoustics of 
1856 restored," Iksanov said. 

Iksanov said the restored 
theatre would also see a per¬ 
formance by the choir and or¬ 
chestra of Milan's La Scala 
conducted by Daniel Baren¬ 
boim under a deal that will 
also see guest performance by 
the Italian ballet troupe. 

Performances will con¬ 
tinue at the New Stage theatre, 
although some productions 
mounted there will be moved 
back to their historic home. 

Officials have said the 
works have cost at least $800 
million (580 million euros), 
and the main contractor was 
replaced in 2009 after costs 
grew 16-fold from the original 
budgeted sum. 

But hopes are high for the 
artistic standards in the new 
theatre, with the ballet troupe 
showing a new dynamism and 
embracing modern choreogra¬ 
phy and the Bolshoi opera in¬ 
creasingly ready to use daring 
modern productions. 


NEW YORK. (AFP)-A group 
of pictures from the first tour 
of the United States by The 
Beatles in 1964 has been been 
sold at auction for $361,938, 
Christie's auction house said. 

Wednesday's sale of 46 
pictures snapped by photogra¬ 
pher Mike Mitchell topped ex¬ 
pectations for Christie's which 
had priced them at about 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Mitchell followed the Fab 
Four as Beatlemania was ex¬ 
ploding across the United 
States, including at their first 
US concert at the Washington 
Coliseum on February 11, 
1964, days before their famous 
appearance on the Ed Sullivan 
Show. 

"The concert given at the 
Washington Coliseum was 
part of a defining moment in 
the Beatles' career, and it re¬ 
mains both an important event 
and a notable place in their 
story. And Mike Mitchell was 
there to capture it," according 
to Christie's. 

The black-and-white pic¬ 
tures taken by Mitchell when 
he was just 18 years old have 
been filed away for nearly half 
a century. 

Mitchell had exceptional 
access to the events including 


the group's arrival at Union 
Station, the press conference 
preceding the performance and 
unrestricted, stage-front access 
for the entirety of the Coli¬ 
seum concert. 

Mitchell then snapped ad¬ 
ditional photographs when The 
Beatles performed at the Bal¬ 
timore Civic Center on Sep¬ 
tember 13, 1964. 

The most sought-after pho¬ 
tograph, in which the Beatles 
are seen from behind with their 
silhouettes backlit, was auc¬ 
tioned for $68,500, well above 
the estimate of $2,000 to 
$3,000.

This week Stow's family 
said on their website that he 
recently required emer¬ 
gency surgery after suffer¬ 
ing another seizure.

India, at stumps, were 17 
without loss in reply to Eng¬ 
land's 474 for eight declared 
built around Pietersen's 202 
not out — his second double 
century in seven Tests fol¬ 
lowing his 227 against Aus¬ 
tralia in Adelaide in 
December and the third of his 


75-match career. 

Pietersen, watchful early 
on but upping the tempo so 
his final fifty took just 25 
balls, batted for eight-and-a- 
quarter hours in total. 

He faced 326 balls and hit 
a six and 21 fours. 

As soon as Pietersen 
reached his double ton, Eng¬ 
land captain Andrew Strauss, 
criticised for being "defen¬ 
sive" by former skipper 
Michael Vaughan, made an 
attacking declaration in what 
was the 2,000th Test and the 
100th between the two sides. 

However, Abhinav 

Mukund (eight not out), play¬ 
ing instead of the injured 
Virender Sehwag and Gau- 
tam Gambhir (seven not out) 
survived until stumps. 

It was tough going for 
India, who were without at¬ 
tack leader Zaheer Khan all 
day because of the hamstring 
strain that had forced him off 
the field on Thursday and 
who only had four frontline 
bowlers to start with. 

But persevering seamer 
Praveen Kumar, swinging the 
ball of a good length, re¬ 
sponded with a Test-best re¬ 
turn of five for 106 in 40.3 
overs. 

England, who will replace 
India at the top of the Test 
rankings if they win this four- 
match series by two Tests, re¬ 
sumed Friday on 127 for two 
after Zaheer had removed 
openers Alastair Cook and 
Strauss before breaking 
down.

Owners OK deal but 
players yet to vote 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NFL owners this week ap¬ 
proved a tentative agreement 
to end the lockout that has 
America's most popular spec¬ 
tator sport in limbo, but play¬ 
ers weren't quick to play ball. 

League owners, who have 
been meeting at an Atlanta- 
area hotel this week, voted 
31-0 to accept a proposed 10- 
year collective bargaining 
agreement, with the Oakland 
Raiders abstaining. 

"NFL clubs approved 
today the terms of a compre¬ 
hensive settlement of litiga¬ 
tion and a new 10-year 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment with the NFL Players 
Association," the league said 
in a statement. 

Players, however, still 
have to agree to the deal, and 
after a conference call among 
player representatives from 
each team on Thursday they 
opted to hold off on putting it 
to a vote. 

"Hopefully, we can all 
work quickly, expeditiously, 
to get this agreement done," 


NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell said in announcing 
the owners' backing of a plan 
to end the first work stoppage 
in the league since 1987. 

"It is time to get back to 
football. That's what every¬ 
body here wants to do." 

Goodell spoke with NFL 
Players Association chief De- 
Maurice Smith several times 
during the day, and informed 
him of the owners' vote be¬ 
fore it was announced. 

In an email to the 32 
player representatives, how¬ 
ever, Smith said there were 
still issues to be addressed 
that there is "no agreement" 
yet between the parties. 

In order for the deal to be 
finalized and become a bind¬ 
ing contract between the 
league and players, the play¬ 
ers association must also re¬ 
certify as a trade union with 
the right to negotiate a collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement. 

The association de-certi- 
fied in March after contract 
talks broke down, paving the 
way for players to pursue

legal action against the 
league. 

Although the sides ap¬ 
peared to be on the brink of 
an agreement, Goodell also 
announced the cancellation 
of the first scheduled pre-sea- 
son game, the Hall of Fame 
game between St. Louis and 
Chicago on August 7. 

The two teams had been 
originally scheduled to open 
their training camps this 
weekend. 

Goodell said the Hall of 
Fame induction ceremonies 
will go on as scheduled but 
that "the time is just too 
short" to have the teams pre¬ 
pare and play the game. 

The regular season is 
scheduled to start on Septem¬ 
ber 8, and cancellation of a 
pre-season game was a re¬ 
minder of what could be lost 
if the dispute drags on long 
enough to upset the regular- 
season schedule. 

Negotiations on a new 
contract bogged down in 
March as billionaire owners 
and multi-millionaire players 
were unable to decide how to 
divide $9.3 billion in annual 
revenues — with players balk¬ 
ing at the league's demand to 
take more off the top. 

In addition to the revenue¬ 
sharing issue, talks have dealt 
with a rookie salary system, 
free agency and retired player 
benefits. The owners also 
wanted to expand the season 
from 16 to 18 games, some¬ 
thing that is on hold under the 
proposed deal until at least 
2013. 

As progress was made to¬ 
ward a deal, discussions also 
began on how to settle three 
pending court cases, includ¬ 
ing a players' antitrust suit 
against the league. 

The league wants those 
cases resolved for the pro¬ 
posed deal to be finalized. 


Sacked caddie lashes 
Tiger Woods 


WELLINGTON (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods' sacked caddie 
Steve Williams said Friday 
he had lost respect for the for¬ 
mer world number one and 
felt he had wasted two years 
of his life loyally standing by 
the scandal-plagued golfer. 

Woods announced this 
week that he has parted com¬ 
pany with New Zealander 
Williams, his bagman for 12 
years — a period when Woods 
won 13 of his 14 majors. 

"Realistically, I could look 
back and say I've wasted the 
last two years of my life be¬ 
cause he's played infre¬ 
quently, he's been injured and 
he's played poorly," Williams 
told the New Zealand Herald. 

Williams said he told 
Woods after the 2009 scandal 
broke that he had lost respect 
for the golfer and that it 
needed to be earned back. 

But he said his opinion of 
Woods had sunk further fol¬ 
lowing his dismissal. 

In a statement released 
Wednesday on his official 
website, Woods hailed 


Williams as "an outstanding 
caddie and a friend" but 
added "it's time for a change". 

Williams told the New 
Zealand Herald that he had 
"no idea" about Woods' infi¬ 
delities before the scandal 
erupted but stayed with him 
even though his wife was a 
close friend of the golfer's 
spouse Erin, who divorced 
him in 2010. 

He described the fallout 
from the scandal, which 
sparked a worldwide media 
frenzy as lurid details of 
Woods' private life emerged, 
as the most difficult of his life. 

"I'm a stickler for loyalty, 
I stuck with Tiger through a 
difficult period when a lot of 
people thought I should have 
left his side when things 
weren't going as they should 
have been going," he told 
TVNZ late Thursday. 

"I'm not disappointed in 
the fact that I've got fired, I'm 
just disappointed in the tim¬ 
ing of it, given how loyal I've 
been to him.

Uruguay vs. Paraguay in Copa final 


BUENOS AIRES: Uruguay 
will bid to claim a record 
15th Copa America, eclipsing 
the 14 titles won by host na¬ 
tion Argentina, by beating 
Paraguay in Sunday's final at 
the Monumental. 

The Uruguayans cannot 
compete with the success of 
their countrymen who won 
two World Cup and two 
Olympic crowns in the first 
half of the last century but, in 
an era when tactics are much 
more refined, their recent 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Coach Sergio Batista faces 
the chop after his side's Copa 
America flop after Argentine 
Football Association (AFA) 
sources indicated he was los¬ 
ing support, media reports 
suggested Friday. 

"Batista is more out than 
in," the national news agency 
Telam quoted an AFA execu¬ 
tive committee member as 
saying, while broadaster C5N 
said: "His days are num¬ 
bered." 

The media speculated that 
Batista, whom the AFA con¬ 
firmed as being safe for now 
only last Monday, had lost 
the support of committee 
members and forecast a deci¬ 
sion would be made Monday 
in advance of an official an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday. 

The committee will meet 
Monday afternoon in Buenos 
Aires.

Having eliminated 

favourites Argentina in the 
quarterfinals, Uruguay can go 
one better than their old rivals 
as far as Copa titles are con¬ 
cerned. 

"I think we face a great 
moment. After a long process 
of (2010) World Cup quali¬ 
fiers, the (2010) finals and 
the Copa America it would be 
good to crown it with the 
cup," holding midfielder 
Egidio Arevalo Rios told re- 


"I recognise there were 
mistakes (at the Copa) and I 
am prepared to correct them.

"The Copa was not in 
vain," he insisted, adding that

Batista was vilified in the

against Uruguay. 

Should Batista be fired 
names in the frame to suc¬ 
ceed him are Paraguay coach 
Gerardo Martino and also 
Alejandro Sabella, who as a 
player had brief stints with 
Sheffield United and Feeds 
and who is set to take charge 
of A1 Jazira in the United 
Arab Emirates.

The Uruguayans, fourth at 
the World Cup a year ago, do 
not want to be considered 
favourites even if the odds 
are stacked against Paraguay 
who are looking for their 
third Copa title having won 
their last in 1979 in Buenos 
Aires. 

"Tots of teams started out 
as favourites and today they 
are out. It's not a question of 
being favourites, you've got 
to show it on the pitch," said 
Arevalo Rios. 

"No one started well but 
from the third match (in the 
group phase) all began to 
show their best form and will 
to win the cup. It's been a 
very hard fought, even cup." 

Paraguay enters final 
without a single victory in 
five games. 


They have reached the 
final after five draws, having 
had a day less to prepare, fea¬ 
tured in two lots of extra-time 
including Wednesday's semi¬ 
final win over Venezuela in a 
second successive shootout 
and seem certain to lose play¬ 
ers to injury and suspension. 

Uruguay beat Peru 2-0 in 
normal time in Tuesday's 
semifinal, striker Fuis Suarez 
notching twice to join Ar¬ 
gentina's Sergio Aguero as 
joint top scorer on three goals. 

"To have one more day's 
rest is fundamental. We've 
been playing lots of matches 
and an extra day is key to re¬ 
covering," said striker Diego 
Forlan who was voted the 
World Cup's best player but is 
looking for his first interna¬ 
tional goal for a year. 

Uruguay have been with¬ 
out Edinson Cavani, a key 
component of their World 
Cup attack, since their second 
group match but have been 


boosted by his return to train¬ 
ing and he will at least be on 
the bench for the final. 

Paraguay look set to be 
without striker Roque Santa 
Cruz and left back Aureliano 
Torres through injury and 
banned midfielder Jonathan 
Santana but central defender 
Antolin Alcaraz returns from 
suspension. 

Paraguay coach Gerardo 
Martino will watch the Copa 
America final from the stands 
after he was suspended for 
two games following a brawl 
at the end of their semi-final 
win over Venezuela. 

Both sides were also fined 
$10,000 for the fight which 
broke out after Paraguay de¬ 
fender Dario Veron scored the 
winning spot kick to send his 
side into Sunday's final against 
Uruguay in Buenos Aires. 

Peru and Venezuela, who 
began the tournament as rank 
outsiders, meet for third place 
in Fa Plata today.
